Buy-to-let sector sparks optimism among agents 


PROPERTY experts say the 
town’s housing market is 
well placed to survive the 
predicted battering by the 
credit crunch crisis. 

As buyers and sellers brace them¬ 
selves for a tricky few months, amid 
nerves from the major financial 
institutions to lend money for mort¬ 
gages and a slump in house prices, 
Ashford could be set to miss the 
worst of the problems. 

And although the market has 
slowed, confidence in the future 
remains sky high.

Speaking to Yourashford, Ray 
Pentland, manager of High Street 
estate agents Connells, said: “In the 
right locations there is still a demand. 

“There are first-time buyers about, 
who if the property is in the right 
place and they really want it, are still 
going for it. 

“The supply side is slightly lower 
as well, because less people are 
moving at the moment so that holds 
prices up.” 

But it is the rental market which 


is providing the stable back-bone in 
these troubled times. 

Mr Pentland said: “A major factor 
in the Ashford housing market is the 
buy-to-let sector. People who are sell¬ 
ing a lot in the other parts of the 
country seem to be hanging on to 
their properties in Ashford. 

“They can see things on the horizon 
such as the high-speed link, the new 
shopping centre and the improve¬ 
ments to the roads. 

“I think they are saying to them¬ 
selves ‘if we hang on, things will be 
getting better anyway’.”

MP Damian Green 
says he is deter¬ 
mined to ensure 
locals are not 
‘bounced into a deci¬ 
sion’ on the contro¬ 
versial Aldington 
lorry park. 

While some concerns

meeting on the proposals 
in Braboume.

questions over its pre¬ 
ferred’ site between Aldington, 
Smeeth and Sellindge. 

Speaking in the latest of a string of 
exclusive video diaries for 
Yourashford - available to view on 
our free broadband TV site 
www.yourkenttv.co.uk, Mr Green 
said: “Obviously, local people have 
concerns. 

“I want to make sure they do not 
feel they are going to be bounced into 
a decision and have something on 
their doorstep that they do not want. 

“It is important people have a prop¬ 
er say and I think having a long and 
protracted decision-making process 
is a good thing. We need to tease out 
all the issues.” 

Battling 

Mr Green says he fully under¬ 
stands the concerns of local residents 
battling the proposals. 

He said: “I have heard from local 
people and talked to councillors from 
that area so I have heard the views 
that are being expressed and I know 
that most of those will be against the 
park. That is entirely understand¬ 


able.” 

However, the MP said there needed 
to be a solution to the problems 
caused by Operation Stack 

He said: “KCC needs to explain two 
things: firstly, is there a need for a 
lorry park at all, and secondly, why 
they have chosen this particular 
site?” 

Responding to local criticism that 
the county council had panicked and 
rushed into the decision he said: “I 
think to get this announcement out 
early and have this debate is the less¬ 
er of two evils. 

“It could have been worse, they 
could have just plonked a fully 
worked out proposal on the table and 
said here it is.” 

Mr Green said the planning 
process must be seen to be independ¬ 
ent which could mean the proposals 
being called in by the Government 
and a public inquiry. 

He said: “I share people’s concerns 
about the planning process being 
transparent. If that means bringing 
in a planning inspector then that 
would be preferable.”

But Ashford MP Damian Green says 
townsfolk looking to climb the housing 
ladder will still find themselves affected 
by the current squeeze. 

The Conservative politician said: 
“The advantage for Ashford is our 
domestic rail services are going to get 
better with journey times to London 
dropping to 38 minutes, but I don’t 
think Ashford is in any way immune 
from this credit crisis. We don’t know 
how bad things are going to get.” 

Ashford is seen as an attractive loca¬ 
tion for buy-to-let landlords because its 
prices are lower compared to nearby 
towns like Canterbury and Maidstone. 

Losses 

Mr Pentland said: “The rental market 
in the town is still strong. Unless they 
have to sell they might as well stick 
with it until things improve. There are 
some who have to sell and they will no 
doubt be suffering some losses.” 

Mr Pentland says the market has 
slowed down compared to last year but 
in the right areas demand and prices 
are still at the same level. 

But despite the cautious optimism, 
house prices are set to continue to drop 
- although, it is hoped, not as dramati¬ 
cally as some elsewhere. 

Mr Pentland said: “The market 
could not have continued going up at 
the same rate as it had been. There 
was bound to be a period of readjust¬ 
ment. 

“I think we will get a drop of about 
ten to 15 per cent but in other parts of 
the country we will see a lot more than 
that. We know we have to experience a 
period of time like this. 

“In the traditionally good areas of town 
there is still a good level of demand and 
prices seem to be holding up.” 

Paul Martin from Saddlers estate agent 
in Charing said: “There has been a slow 
down but premium properties are still 
selling well. Ashford remains a popular 
choice for those moving from London.”

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Fraudster 'lucky' to 
avoid prison term 
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Builder tricked 
£25l< in benefits

COUNCIL chiefs say a builder who 
conned more than £25,000 in bene¬ 
fits has been Very lucky’ to not find 
himself locked up. 

Ivan Baldock, 47, from Mersham, pleaded 
guilty to claiming the cash over a five-year peri¬ 
od despite earning almost £50,000 as a site 
foreman. 

Ashford magistrates last week handed him a 
six-month suspended prison sentence and 
insisted he carry out 250 hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work over the next 12 months. 

In addition, Baldock will have to pay back the 
entire sum he stole from the public purse - as 
well as pay £600 costs. 

Cllr Paul Bartlett deputy leader of Ashford 
council said: “I think this individual can consid¬ 
er himself very lucky not to be behind bars. We 
have seen before the courts have no hesitation 
in sending people to jail for committing benefit 
fraud on this scale. 

“This is the biggest single case we have 
secured a conviction against in terms of the 
money fraudulently claimed and people have 
been jailed for lesser amounts. I think most 


people will be shocked that this person was 
having his rent and council tax paid by the pub¬ 
lic purse for five years despite earning high 
wages.” 

The case highlights the serious issues raised 
by Yourashford’s Your Money, Your Loss! cam¬ 
paign - launched earlier this year to help claw 
back the money fraudulently claimed from the 
public purse and which could be better spent on 
community projects. 

Baldock had deceived the council by diverting 
£700 of his salary to his son each month. This 
made it appear that he was within the thresh¬ 
old of council tax and housing benefit entitle¬ 
ment. He consistently denied any wrongdoing 
until presented with indisputable facts under 
questioning by the council’s fraud team. 

The council say reports to its benefit fraud 
hotline have rocketed by more than 25 per cent 
since the start of the Your Money, Your Loss! 
campaign in February. 

Cllr Bartlett added: “Once again we’d like to 
thank Yourashford for giving this important 


issue the publicity it deserves. It’s clearly hav¬ 
ing results.” 

Our campaign - already backed by senior 
government ministers and local MP Damian 
Green - encourages everyone who believes 
someone may be cheating the system to inform 
council officers, while also looking to actively 
discourage anyone foolhardy enough to believe 
they can get away with it. 

With a host of new high-tech methods at their 
disposal, the council’s crack anti-fraud team is 
able to use data cross-matching methods to 
check exactly who earns what and from where 
- and whether they are entitled to the money 
they are claiming. 

Those found guilty of stealing face having to 
pay back every penny, plus hefty punishments, 
including jail terms.

Strike to hit 
town's schools 

AT least two schools in the town are set 
to shut for the day tomorrow as the 
impact of the one-day teachers’ strike is 
felt. 

The National Union of Teachers (NUT) 
has called on its members to stage the 
protest in a dispute over wages. 

Among the schools hit will be Towers 
in Kennington while the North School 
will also be shut. However, North staff 
say they will provide emergency supervi¬ 
sion for pupils if necessary. 

Discussions continued throughout yes¬ 
terday and today as to the impact the 
strike will have on other schools. 

The strike has been called in response 
to the government’s decision to increase 
teachers’ pay by 2.45 per cent in 
September, below both inflation and 
average pay rises in the private sector, 
which are both above four per cent. 

The union’s acting general secretary 
Christine Blower said: “The government 
must act immediately to prevent further 
damage to schools’ ability to recruit and 
retain teachers and to restore teachers’ 
morale and motivation.”

Community 
building too 
expensive for 
council repair 


Centre set for

THE future of Swanton House as a 
community centre seems to be at a 
permanent end after Kent County 
Council chiefs said the costs of fix¬ 
ing its problems could be too much. 

As reported in last week’s 
Yourashford the centre which is on 
Elwick Road has had to close fol¬ 
lowing a fire safety inspection. 

Now a KCC spokesman has hint¬ 
ed it may not reopen, saying: “Over 
the last 18 months KCC has spent 
£13,000 on repairs to ensure the 
building was suitable for occupa¬ 
tion. 

“However further bills which 
include fire safety measures and 
provision of a new boiler for heat¬ 
ing and hot water are in the region 
of a further £15,000. 

“Although we appreciate it is dis¬ 
appointing, the building is due to 
be disposed of and then demolished 
in approximately 18 months time. 

“It is not a cost-effective use of 
public monies for KCC to invest in 
this building further. However, if 
other interested parties are able to 
fund the necessary improvements 
then the building will remain avail¬ 
able for use until its disposal.”

Chef taking on 
sausage role for 
banger company 


THE great British banger may 
not be the obvious choice for top 
gourmet palates but Michelin- 
starred chef Graham Garrett has 
been asked to come up with a 
recipe for the traditional sausage. 

Mr Garrett owns and runs the West House 
Restaurant in Biddenden. 

He was asked by the Porkinson company to 
produce a recipe which included its sausages 
made from outdoor-reared pork from British 
farmers (see below). 

What’s more, it will be his face on packets 
of sausages from the firm - due in shops by 
the end of this month - to celebrate the 
Great British Banger, along with two other 
Michelin-starred chefs. 

The chef said: “A sausage is a sausage, so it 
was actually quite difficult to come up with 
an original recipe that included them, but in 
a way that was part of the challenge because 
it is something that people eat every day. 

“It is the sort of recipe that people will be 
able to do at home. 

“I hope that I have come up with some¬ 
thing that will inspire people to do some¬ 
thing a bit different from just the usual cou-

pie of slices of bread or mashed potato.” 

Mr Garrett first opened his restaurant in 
Biddenden six years ago. He moved to the 
area after having worked with many of the 
top London chefs. 

He said: “I was always interested in cook¬ 
ing. At that time the profession was not that 
well thought of and my father thought I 
should not get involved. Since then that has 
all changed.” 

Mr Garrett gained his prestigious Michelin 
star in 2002. 

He said: “It was ironic really. I moved down 
here to get away from the competitive atmos¬ 
phere of the restaurants in London where 
everyone is chasing after a Michelin star. 
Then a year after I opened here they gave me 
one. I did not believe it at first.” 

Mr Garrett says that he was one of the first 
cooks to really try and use local sourced pro¬ 
duce. 

He said: “Now people talk about this all the 
time. Actually, I think it is more important to 
get the best ingredients and of course that is 
usually from the producer who is just up the 
road.”

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Q 


How long have you been associated with Ashford? 


A I have known Ashford for over 20 years, so 
I have seen a lot of changes. I think the 
town gets a bad press, to be honest. It’s easy to 
look at the negatives and have a good moan, 
but I would rather work here than other polic¬ 
ing areas in Kent (naming no names) that 
really do have significant problems. Once the 
road works are completed I think it will be a 
comfortable place to live and work. 

Q You are the longest serving police press officer in Kent, 
what stands out after nine years in your role? 

A I joined Kent police in March 1999, and my 
first big project was the preparations for 
the millennium. I remember that we had 
pages of contingency plans if the dreaded mil¬ 
lennium bug actually bit and the world’s com¬ 
puter network collapsed and cyber space 
imploded. 

One of the most memorable jobs I can 
remember was the so-called ‘ring road rapist’. 
We had a report of a young girl being snatched 
and raped in Stanhope. 

During the subsequent weeks it became 
clear that a serial rapist was on the loose and 
a huge police hunt, involving several counties, 
was under way. Antoni Imiela, from Appledore, 
was caught using DNA and sentenced to a 
lengthy jail sentence. 

It was huge story, and held the interest of the 
national and international media for many 
weeks. 

It was exciting to be working with such a 


huge investigation, and very gratifying when 
excellent police work, which included exten¬ 
sive media appeals, bought the offender to 
justice. 


Q 


What are the issues that particularly affect Ashford? 


A Ashford is actually one of the safest places 
to live in Kent, and in the main it’s the low 
level type of crimes which affect us. Of course, 
there have been murders, serious assaults and 
nasty robberies over the years, but thankfully 
not as frequently as other parts of the country 

) What changes have you seen during your time with Kent 
police? 

A The biggest changes have been in the area 
reorganisation of Kent police and the 
impact this has had on media officers. 

When I joined, Kent was divided into nine 
policing areas, and the Weald stretched from 
Cranbrook to New Romney, an area the size of 
Bedfordshire. Added to that, there were only 
five area press officers. Now there are six polic¬ 
ing areas, and each area has two press officers. 

Corporate communications at HQ has also 
expanded and Kent now has one of the best 
corporate communications departments in the 
country.

What is it like working as a press officer for Kent police? 

This is the best job I have ever had. Every 
day is different and I can either be tearing 


my hair out in the office or getting out and 
about with the press at incidents or planned 
operations. 

The only given for everyday is that I am at 
my desk by 8am at the latest - Ashford traffic 
permitting. 

The rewards are huge, not least because I 
am sometimes able to redress the balance 
when the police get hammered in the press on 
occasion. Public opinion is very fickle and led 
on the whole by headlines. 

I know the officers in south Kent work very 
hard, and they are dedicated to their jobs. I am 
actually very proud to work alongside them.

.Did you have a childhood hero? 


A When I was about 11 I read Wuthering 
Heights for the first time, and was com¬ 
pletely amazed by it. 

Ever since I have been in complete awe of 
Emily Bronte. I am astounded by the passion 
of the story written by a young girl who lived 
a sheltered life in an isolated rectory on the 
Yorkshire moors. 

Where did she get that plot line from?

What hobbies or interests do you have? 


A Like half of the population, I have written 
a novel.

Crowds lifted me as 
rain dampened hopes 


Our very own sports reporter DAVID 
PRITCHARD proved he has what it takes 
in one of the world's most gruelling sport 
events - the Flora London Marathon. 
Having had a chance to catch his breath, 
he explains what it was like. 


IT’S not often you find 
yourself between 
Gordon Ramsay and 
Ronan Keating, but 
that’s precisely what 
happened on The Mall 
ten days ago. 

Measuring your athletic 
abilities against celebrities is 
one of the many little bonuses 
which come with taking part 
in the London Marathon. 

The three of us were among 
just over 34,000 to finis h in 
what was not only the third 
largest in the race’s history, 
but also the longest. 

It was a touch ironic that on 
the occasion the race organis¬ 
ers had chosen to mark the 
centenary of the first running 
of the modem marathon dis¬ 
tance, an emergency added 
200 metres to the route. 

Unbeknown to us competi¬ 
tors, as we set off in 
Greenwich Park the fire 


brigade were being called to a 
suspected gas leak 13 miles 
further down the course. 

As a result some of the field 
ended up running slightly 
more than the 26 miles 385 
yards which was first covered 
in the 1908 London Olympics. 

In previous competitions 
the distance had varied by 
over a mile and the original 
course from Windsor to the 
Olympic Stadium was 25 
miles, plus a lap of the White 
City athletics track. 

But in a last minute change 
of plan the start was moved 
back up to Windsor Castle to 
allow the royal family to 
watch, adding a mile to the 
total. 

The race entered sporting 
folklore not because of the 
change in distance, but due to 
its heart-wrenching finish. 
Italian Dorando Pietri entered 
the arena on his own but on 
the verge of total exhaustion. 
Collapsing several times he 
was helped to his feet by stew¬

ards, which meant that as he 
crossed the line he was dis¬ 
qualified for receiving outside 
assistance. 

Fortunately my experience 
was a little easier than Signor 
Pietri’s, but running a 
marathon can still have its 
pitfalls. Of the massed ranks 
on the start line, around one 
in nine needed medical assis¬ 
tance of some kind during the 
race while 40 runners ended 
up in hospital despite rela¬ 
tively benign conditions. 


The marathon tests mental 
strength as much as physical 
and my mind and body began 
to fall out with each other at 
around 15 miles. 

It had all been going so well 
up to that point, but the com¬ 
bination of a rain shower and 
a rare quiet section saw the 
onset of the first of several dif¬ 
ficult patches. 

When things start to go 
wrong, the spectators take on 
a starring role. 

In the most popular sections 


around Canary Wharf and the 
Embankment they manage to 
create an atmosphere which 
numbs the pain and replenish¬ 
es flagging energy levels. They 
also bring all kinds of sweets 
to give strugglers a sugar 
boost, which is a wonderful 
idea and certainly helped pro¬ 
pel me onwards to the finish. 

Running a marathon 
requires months of lonely 
training, pushes you to 
uncharted levels of exhaus¬ 
tion and for days you walk 


around like an old lady. 

But somehow it’s all worth 
it and within hours I found 
myself thinking about doing it 
all over again. And next time 
I’m beating Ramsay. 

EDITOR'S NOTE: Modest David was 
raising money for Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY) and raised £l r 500. 

He completed the race in an impres¬ 
sive three hours, 57 minutes, 44 sec¬ 
onds - comfortably beating TV action 
man Ben Fogle by seven minutes... not 
to mention around 23,000 of the 
34,000 other runners.

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Economy and jobs boost 
as visitor numbers soar

TOURISM in Kent has seen a 
sharp rise in the number of visitors 
exploring local attractions and 
spending their cash in restaurants, 
stores, bars and cafes. 

New figures show that during 2006 the 
county’s economy benefited by £2.5 billion, an 
increase of 13.5 per cent on 2003. 

Attractions such as Canterbury Cathedral, 
Leeds, Rochester and Dover castles, and Port 
Lympne and Howletts wildlife parks, all con¬ 
tributed to the boom. 

Seven per cent of jobs are now supported by 
the travel industry - whether through day 
trippers or people taking a longer break. This 
is an increase of 2.2 per cent. 

The figures were substantially up on those 
for 2003, which Visit Kent - a tourism group

run by Kent County Council - used as a com¬ 
parison. 

According to the calculations more than 39 
million day trippers arrived two years ago, and 
they spent more than £1.3 billion, a rise of 19.7 
per cent. Just under that sum was spent by 
longer term tourists from the UK and visitors 
from overseas. 

In all 84 per cent of visitors came from the 
UK with the rest mainly from continental 
Europe, the USA and Japan. 

Fran Warrington, head of Visit Kent, said: 
“Tourism is a fragile and competitive industry 
and across the UK it has taken a long time to 
recover from the foot and mouth epidemic. 

“But these figures show just how well we 
have been doing in maintaining and develop¬ 


ing our position as a top UK destination. 

“In part, these results are a reflection of the 
tremendous investment that has been made 
in our industry since 2003. 

“When the research was carried out in 2006 
more than £148.5 million was being invested 
in Kent in tourism-related developments. 

“Major projects ranged from the £90 million 
second Swale Crossing improving access to the 
seaside resorts and heritage attractions on the 
Isle of Sheppey, to the new £37 million ferry 
berths and ships serving the Port of Dover.” 

KCC regeneration chief Roger Gough said 
the county faced the challenges of cheap air 
fares and city breaks in Europe but he said 
Kent had a bright future in the industry. 

Mr Gough said: “This study confirms that 
our tourism, leisure and hospitality business¬ 
es are rising to both the short and long term 
challenges in their marketplace. ” 



Death of mother 
prompts action

HOSPITAL trusts must not get complacent 
in the fight against superbugs, a campaign¬ 
er has warned. 

Laura Probert joined the National 
Concern for Healthcare Infections (NCHI), 
which works to raise awareness of super¬ 
bugs and other infections, after her mother 
died at the William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford three years ago. 

She said: “She was in there because she 
fell and broke her hip, she was not ill. 

“They operated and she got an MRSA 
infection in the wound. She was in hospital 
for three months and developed 
Clostridium difficile and e-coli - she just 
gave up in the end.” 

Since the loss of her 82-year-old mother, 
Mrs Probert, who lives in Ramsgate, has 
been working on behalf of the NCHI and 
plans to join LINk, the Local Involvement 
Network that will replace Patient and 
Public Involvement Forums. 

‘We were not told anything,” she said. “It 
was such a battle to get information, but it 
has picked up now and they are taking it 
more seriously.” 

Despite infection rates of MRSA and C diff 
decreasing in hospitals across the county, 
Mrs Probert is concerned that trusts could 
get complacent and return to bad practice. 

KOS Media has been running a campaign 
to help doctors, nurses and other healthcare 
professionals battle against superbugs. 

The award-winning publishers have been 
raising awareness that simply washing 
your hands at home and work using soap 
and water and the alcohol hand washing gel 
provided in hospitals is the simplest way to 
stop infection spreading. 

Mrs Probert is speaking at the 
Westminster Health Forum next month 
about monitoring hand hygiene procedures 
and welcomed KOS Media’s campaign.

CHILDREN at the Ashford Friars 
Prep School were recently joined 
by a local eminent artist. 

Charles Newington is well known locally for 
his work on the Folkestone White Horse. 

Children at the school spent the early part of 
last term working on the theme of magic. The 
exhibition, which was opened by Mr 
Newington, is planned to coincide with the 
parent and teacher’s Magic Ball. It is designed 
to fill the corridors and comers of the school 
with lively and exciting art. 

Year 3 children created silhouettes of mythi¬ 
cal creatures using different paint effects for 
backgrounds whilst Year 4 pupils worked in 
different kinds of media. 

Their work included studies of trees in char¬ 
coal, biro and fineliner, works of castles from 
old etchings, watercolour washes of sunsets 
and paintings of pixies and fairies both from 
other artists and their own imagination. 

Year 5 children were treated to a visit to 
a local church and after a short talk about 
magic and religion they studied interesting 
shapes within the ancient building. These 
were later turned into images cut out of lino 
and prints. 

Year 6 students were able to experiment 
with silk screen printing to create magical 
images. 

Each art work was then mounted and 
framed and displayed in an exhibition to par¬ 
ents. The aim is to raise money for a new print¬ 
ing press for the school’s art department. 

Mr Newington said: “I was very impressed 
by the standard of the work. 

“I think the initiative of framing the chil¬ 
dren’s work really made it special and some¬ 
thing the parents will cherish forever. 

“The theme of magic is one that is ideal for 


children. It really helped them to use their 
imagination, which is so important.” 

Mr Newington, who lives in Shepway, spe¬ 
cialises in etchings and modem designs. 

Mr Newington’s best known work is his 
huge chalk horse drawing on the side of a hill 
above the Channel Tunnel entrance which 
now overlooks Folkestone.

Gurkha soldiers. 

Another of his famous pieces is a series of 
works featuring Buddha inspired by a trip to 
the Wat Pho temple in Bangkok and etchings 
based on prehistoric drawings of animals in 
the Lescaux caves in France.

Spanning the 
generations 


The pioneers of folk rock are still electric 


AS the acknowledged pio¬ 
neers of folk rock, Steeleye 
Span brought the genre to 
the international stage. 

Since forming in 1969, the group 
has been at the forefront of the field 
and become a musical institution. 
Members have come and gone over 
the years, but the line-up has always 
included some of the leading lights of 
the British folk scene. Perhaps best 
known for the hits All Around My 
Hat and Gaudete, the band has 
delighted audiences around the world 
and achieved gold disc sales status. 

Following the revival of traditional 
British music in smoky clubs during 
the 50s and 60s, some musicians were 
beginning to consider the idea of set¬ 
ting folk music to electric accompani¬ 
ment. In 1969 Fairport Convention 
released Liege and Lief, an acclaimed 
album of traditional ballads, but most 
members of the band did not wish to 
continue the trend. 

However, bass player Ashley 
Hutchings was inspired by the dis¬ 
covery and he found like-minded 
musicians in the form of Maddy 
Prior, Tim Hart and Gay and Terry 
Woods. The group moved into a coun¬ 
try house to get to know each other, 
before recording their first album 
Hark! The Village Wait. 

Unfortunately the rehearsal process 
had not been entirely harmonious and 
the album would never be performed 
live, with the Woods being replaced by 
traditional singer Martin Carthy. 



Fiddler Peter Knight was also 
recruited and the band finally 
embarked on their first live tour. 
They also began to get involved in 
drama and the idea of touring the US 
was mooted, but Hutchings and 
Carthy suddenly announced they 
were leaving the band. The next line¬ 
up featured bass player Rick Kemp 
and guitarist/singer Bob Johnson. 

There would be further changes 
over the decades, but the band took a 
strong cult following and converted it 
into an international fan base. They 


toured the US with Jethro Tull, 
entertaining thousands of people 
with their dramatic staging and 
unusual songs. Following that tour 
they recorded the album Now We Are 
Six, which included a track on which 
David Bowie played saxophone. 

Another project required a ukulele 
and, not knowing anybody who 
played, the band drafted in Peter 
Sellers for the afternoon. 

It was the release of album All 
Around My Hat in 1975 that saw the 
peak of the band’s commercial suc¬ 
cess and landed them an appearance 
on Top of the Pops, their second after 
Gaudete. Chart success would not 
come again, but the band’s populari¬ 
ty in the electric folk world contin¬ 
ued. 

The success of the 35th anniver¬ 
sary tour in 2004 led to the recording 
of studio albums Babylon, Winter 
and the latest album Bloody Men, 
released in November 2006. The cur¬ 
rent line-up comprises Maddy Prior, 
the voice of Steeleye Span for 34 
years, stalwart fiddler Peter Knight, 
bassist Rick Kemp, Ken Nicol on gui¬ 
tar and vocals and drummer Liam 
Genockey.

EVEN wearing four-inch, black 
patent Christian Louboutin heels 
(the ones with the red soles) Renee 
Zellweger is still half a head short¬ 
er than her Leatherheads co-star 
and director George Clooney. 

But as the two discuss his homage to the for¬ 
ties screwball comedy - think witty banter, 
Bringing Up Baby, raised eyebrows and cloche 
hats - what the Texan tinkerbell lacks in size, 
she makes up for in Verbosity’, as she calls it. 

According to Clooney, Zellweger’s natural 
wit and sarcasm, often disguised by her 
breathy, southern tones, made her the obvious 
choice for his latest directorial effort. 

“We slur. We say ‘you know’. But Renee has 
this incredible ability to walk straight into a 
period piece,” he says admiringly. 

In his first directing venture since Good 
Night And Good Luck, Renee plays Chicago 
Tribune reporter, Lexie Littleton, on the trail 
of top football star Carter Rutherford (John 
Krasinski, from the American version of The 
Office). Dressed to kill, she is more than a 
match for any man, and crosses verbal swords 
with wise cracking football manager, ‘Dodge’ 
Connolly (Clooney) at every opportunity. 

Set in the late twenties, Leatherheads 
charts the rise of professional American foot¬ 
ball. Seen as a game for losers with nowhere 
else to go after high school, Dodge sets out to 
change things. 

He persuades American college football star 
and war hero Rutherford to join his team, the 
Duluth Bulldogs. Soon the players are wear¬ 
ing fur, the stands are packed and sponsorship 
deals flooding in; but Lexie has her doubts 
about Dodge’s star player. 

George and Renee are natural sparring 
partners, both on and off screen. Speaking 
about the film, Clooney waxes lyrical about his 
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love of forties comedies, while Renee admits to 
knowing exactly nothing about the genre. 

She says: “I just liked the script. Coming 
from George, believe it or not, it really was 
good. I’m completely ignorant of cinema histo¬ 
ry and this fella here had to educate me a lit¬ 
tle bit. We had screenings in place of 
rehearsals just to make sure everyone was 
familiar with the style. It was a challenge. And 
I didn’t want to get hit so I did my homework.” 

George clarifies cheerfully: “I never did it 
with a closed fist - always the open hand.” 

It’s hard to stay serious with these two in the 
room. Renee is as coy, mischievous and irrev¬ 
erent as George is passionate, good-humoured 
and frank. As the conversation wheels from 
curling to politics, every opportunity to mock 
one another is taken. 

But despite the speculation, both actors 
have always claimed to be just good friends. 

George says: “I was joking in an interview

and I said something like, ‘Well I like her a lit¬ 
tle bit’. And the next day it was all over the 
papers. She came in and was like, ‘Just a little 
bit?!’

But their lack of sexual chemistry off screen 
doesn’t stop sparks flying on set. A series of 
gorgeous suits and dresses, artfully created by 
George’s favoured production designer Louise 
Frogley, make Zellweger fairly irresistible and 
even manage to give the svelte beauty a few 
curves.

Intensely incredible India

THE two customs men looked 
fierce, and I feared a telling off for 
losing my landing card between 
immigration control and the bag¬ 
gage carousel. 

But the ice was broken with a bribe of two 
Cox’s apples, and the Delhi airport officials 
overlooked my absent-mindedness and cheer¬ 
fully waved me through. It was my first taste 
of India’s extremes - outwardly officious, but 
in truth, intensely down to earth. 

Though I was here as a tourist, my adven¬ 
ture was not to be made backpacker-style. I 
was to mix luxury with the sights and sounds 
of one of the world’s most romantic buildings, 
the Taj Mahal. 

My visit was in June, and yes, it was hot. 
Few tourists visit in midsummer, with cooling 
monsoon rains still a month away. But if you 
can stand the thermometer hitting the 40 
degree mark, it’s a quieter and cheaper time to 
see north India’s majestic emblem. 

I travelled to Agra, home of the Taj, by road. 
A distance of 130 miles, Delhi and Agra are 
directly finked by one of India’s finest dual car¬ 
riageways. But while the highway is indeed 
wide, my minibus was fighting for space with 
oxen, bicycle rickshaws, tractors, buses and 
overloaded trucks. 

Only brave or foolhardy visitors would hire a 
car for the trip. But just under five hours later 
we were there - pulling into the Oberoi

Amarvilas, where every room boasts a clear 
view of the Taj Mahal, barely 600 metres away. 

The Taj is traditionally visited soon after 
dawn, or before sunset. I decided to go after 
sunrise - after first taking in the view from 
my balcony. The ivory domes rose above the 
surrounding trees, flown over by green para¬ 
keets and jet black crows. 

It is almost eerie to see something so famil¬ 
iar. And luckily for me, it had rained a week 
earlier, so the marble walls were washed of 
dust and radiated in the sun. 


At the gates of the Taj, and indeed outside all 
tourist traps, hawkers are ready to pounce - 
and you’ve got to be ready for them. The per¬ 
sistence of postcard and guide-book sellers can 
be frustrating. Once through the gates, howev¬ 
er, the world is more at peace. 

The Taj Mahal was built by the Mughal 
emperor Shah Jahan in the mid 17th century, 
a monument of love to his favourite wife, 
queen Mumtaz Mahal. The white marble was 
carried by elephants from 200 miles away. It 
took 22 years and 20,000 men to build. 

Passing through the red sandstone gateway, 
the Taj lies dead ahead, beyond the famous 
watercourse. It was quiet, even after 8am. 

Once at the building itself, shoes are 
removed and you walk to the entrance up 
smooth, marble steps. Up close, you are con¬ 
fronted with fantastically-intricate stone carv¬ 
ings. Marble screens are inlaid with semi-pre¬ 
cious stones such as black onyx, opaque yellow 
jasper and sea green turquoise. 

From 600 metres, or at arm’s length, the Taj 
is breathtaking. 

What is amazing to a Western visitor is that 
so little is off-limits. Because the marble of the 
Taj is so hard, it has only been polished, not 
worn, by the millions of hands and feet which 
have brushed against it. 

Such is the Taj’s pulling power, there were 
far more Indians than Western tourists who 
had come to pay homage. A handful of 
Muslims prayed in the mosque which lies to 
the side. 

The Indian tourist board’s catchphrase is 
‘Incredible India’. They aren’t kidding.

House price drop 
may help us out 
in the long run 

A LEADING economist claims that a 
small drop in property prices will not be 
a disaster and may even act as a stabil¬ 
ising influence on the market. 

Liam Halligan, of Property Capital 
Management, said recent reports of a 
dip in the market should not start alarm 
bells ringing across the spectrum from 
homeowners to estate agents. 

Instead he claimed any such drop 
would go some way towards rectifying 
what is an over-inflated market. 

Mr Halligan said: “Should prices flat 
line, or even fall slightly for a year or 
two, that would be a good thing - purg¬ 
ing the system of excess.” 

Other analysts have pointed to the 
fact that a fall - as opposed to the 
intense growth the market has seen in 
recent years - could bring balance to the 
economy with regard to property. 

They also say investors could find 
themselves benefiting from long term 
stability in a market which historically 
has periodically corrected itself to main¬ 
tain equilibrium. 

Save more money

FAMILIES who buy new homes built by 
private developers over the next two 
years could be paying £11,000 to install 
eco-friendly gadgets in their properties - 
or face higher fuel bills than those that 
are built to tough new environmental 
standards. 

New regulations introduced this 
month require all new homes built by 
housing associations to become more 
energy efficient - and slash carbon emis¬ 
sions by 25 per cent. But the 
Government has given private develop¬ 
ers until 2010 to meet the standard. 

This means that people who buy in the 
private sector need to either splash out 
cash for improvements or face the 
prospect of long term outlay on bills. 

Experts calculate a family that buys a 
home built by the private sector until 
April 2010 will have to spend £1,477 
more on their gas and electricity over 
the first 20 years than those living in 
social housing.

“Perhaps gather some inspirational images 
or colours and put together a mood board so 
you know which direction you’re headed in.

NEVER mind the quality, feel the 
width summarised the first Kia I 
ever road tested. 

That previous generation Rio was crude and 
even broke down after I had filed the story. 

How far the Korean marque has come in 
the five years since then; this week’s road 
test Proceed not only feels bulletproof, but is 
backed by a seven-year/100,000-mile war¬ 
ranty, unique to selected Kias. 

OK, Kia simply looked and learned from 
the best European marques, but the speed 
and execution has been awesome; the 
Proceed is styled and engineered to 
European standards and built in a state-of- 
the-art Slovakian factory. 

This three-door hatch is based on the Ceed 
five-door launched last year, but justifies its 
sportier name by being slightly longer and 
lower, enhanced visually by a high waist, 
longer side doors, dramatic body line and 
tailgate spoiler. 

However, it retains the airiness and boot

car, even if the 60/40 split backrest remains. 

The seats are well designed and interior 
materials, fit and finish are better than 
most mainstream rivals, yet the Kia still 
offers superb value - from £11,795 including 
air con, alloys and iPod/MP3 player compat¬ 
ibility as standard, plus that ‘buy and forget 
warranty’. 

We put the car’s sporting looks to the test 
by climbing into the current Proceed flag¬ 
ship, the 138bhp 2.0-litre diesel Sport 
(£15,495), which has plenty of low down 
clout and can set the front wheels scrabbling 
if you aim for the car’s claimed 10-second 
0-60mph time, but it can be raucous and I 
prefer the all-round appeal of Kia’s smaller 
1.6-diesel unit. 

This 2.0-litre Proceed can be hustled 
though, even if it does push its nose wider on 
bends and the ride can get fidgety. Used sen¬ 
sibly though, this model is refined at speed 
and frugal - it can average 50mpg - helped 
by a smooth six-speed gearbox, while C02 
emissions of only 149 grams should appeal to 
the fleet market. A hot hatch ‘halo model’ is 
also said to be in the pipeline.

start asking questions about disclosures 
made under the Offshore Disclosure 
Facility (ODF). 

Mike Down, tax investigations partner 
at accountants, Baker Tilly, said: “HMRC 
issued a spate of ODF acceptances 
recently, but it has encountered prob¬ 
lems in the past by starting investiga¬ 
tions too close to deadlines and will not 
want to risk this again.” 

HMRC has started to contact those who 
didn’t come forward under the amnesty.

He added: “It is vital that I know this 
new bike inside and out for the event. 
The race is very tough on both machine 
and the rider and I do not want to go 
there just to finish the race.”

A TOP-ten finish looks to be on the 
cards for Ashford Town as they 
continued their fine end of season 
form with a fourth consecutive win 
at the Homelands.
